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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: none of the 
prior art of record disclose the claimed method for extracting manganese from 
geothermal brine by using the QL reagent as disclosed at the temperature and pH 
recited in the claims. 

As pointed out in the response, the Cardwell patent teaches the use of either the 
amine or the organic ion exchange reagent and not the combination as required in the 
claims. The other independent claims recite further steps to form purified manganese, 
including the steps of oxidizing and removing impurities.
